This letter is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated December 
20, 2010 for the five oldest FOIA and Privacy Act requests or appeals still being processed 
including remarks, comments, notes, explanations, etc. made by personnel about processing of the 
requests including worksheets, correspondence referencing the requests, tasking orders, emails, and 
coordination documentation. This request was received in our office which was assigned case #J- 
11-0024. 

This office has finalized your request and the records you have requested are being granted in 
part at no cost to you as the fees are less than $25.00. A search for responsive records by the Office 
of Information and Privacy has revealed 153 pages responsive to your request. After a thorough 
review of these documents, I have determined that portions of them are exempt from disclosure 
under the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(5), and (b)(6). We are releasing a total of 1 53 pages which have 
information redacted as allowed under the FOIA. 

Exemption (b)(5) protects inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not 
be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency. Under this 
exemption, we are withholding attorney-client privilege records, attorney work product, and internal 
agency advice and employee to supervisor communications. 

Exemption (b)(6) protects personnel, medical, and similar files the disclosure of which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. Under this exemption, we are 
withholding names of Department of Defense (DoD) employees below the grade of General Officer 
or title of Commander other than those that routinely interact with the public (FOIA Managers) as 
well as e-mail addresses of DoD employees, personal contact information on requestors, and other 
personal information or details provided by requestors that would cause a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of their privacy. 

If you are not satisfied with this action, you may appeal to the appellate authority, the Director of 
Administration and Management, Office of the Secretary of Defense. To submit your appeal, you 
should write directly to:
